Deaths involving coronavirus (COVID-19) up to 14th March 2021 Summary 





Deaths have fallen to 
levels last seen in October 


As of 14th March 2021, 9831 
deaths have been registered 
which mentioned COVID-19. 
The highest number were 
registered in week 17 (20th 
to 26th April). Since the 
recent high point of 452 in 
week 3 (18th to 24th January) 
deaths have fallen for 7 
consecutive weeks. 


Deaths have decreased 
more in older age 
groups 


Since week 3, deaths have 
fallen in all age groups, but 
the largest falls have 
occurred in the 85+ (-81%) 
and 75-84 age groups 
(-77%). 


Deaths in care homes 
have fallen faster than 
in hospitals 


Since week 3 deaths have 
fallen by 77% across all 
settings, by 87% in care 
homes, 89% at home or 
non-institutional settings 
and by 71% in hospitals.
